The work was very widely 
read by Elizabethan Englishmen. But it is as the mine whence 
the Elizabethan dramatists drew the plots of their plays or poems 
that Painter’s work presents itself in the most interesting aspect.

It is 
really a powerful poem, the more powerful because it arrests the attention 
without the aid of narrative, and without the least apparent wish to con- 
ciliate the favour of the reader, but rather an affectation of the contrary. 
A say an affectation to the contrary, because I should be sorry to think that 
a young man of Lord Byron’s powers should really and unaffectedly entertain 
and encourage a contempt for all sublunary comforts and enjoyments.....
